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President’s Report for 1930 
alpet year 1929 was notable in a number of ways, as will be made 


evident by the detailed reports from the various committees. The 
total attendance of | 12,366 marked a fairly satisfactory increase over the 
previous year, but even more important than this has been the work done 
in laying sound foundations for a broad future development, the evidences 
of which, we hope, will be more apparent as time goes on. 


Perhaps one of the most gratifying of the year’s accomplishments 
has been the success of Mr. Lyle and his Committee in obtaining the 
co-operation of the Board of Education in making a systematic use of the 
Gallery for the benefit of the school children. This work has already 
commenced and classes of school children may now be seen in the Gallery 
almost any day in the week taking their first steps in the understanding 
and appreciation of art. The Board of Education pay the salary of a 
teacher for this work, but the activity is supervised and directed by our 
own Educational Committee. 


Another innovation has been the free Saturday morning classes, and 
those of you who have been privileged to watch the happy and enthu- 
siastic groups of children which assemble in the Gallery on that day will 
feel, | am sure, that an activity has been commenced which is capable of 
a very far-reaching and profitable development. 


During the year we have had many interesting exhibitions, including 
a very fine collection of Old Masters, the always-popular show of the 
Ontario Association of Architects, and a splendid loan exhibition of 
Nineteenth Century paintings. This latter, particularly, was the occasion 
of a great deal of favorable comment, and was only made possible by the 
generosity of the many friends of the Gallery who were good enough to 
lend the Art treasures off the walls of their homes. The complete list of 
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exhibitions, varied as they were, reflect the immense amount of thought 
and energy which Mr. Robson and his Committee have given to this 
very important department of the Gallery’s activity. 


Perhaps the most important addition to the Gallery’s permanent 
collection during the year was a very fine painting by Claude Monet. 
A number of other works have also been acquired. In all these purchases 
the Committee seem to have shown a wise catholicity of taste, so that the 
Gallery is gradually assembling a collection which should appeal to 
everyone. 


The Canadian National Exhibition have also continued the good 
work of contributing to our permanent collection by means of purchases 
from their annual exhibitions which are housed with the Gallery on 
permanent loan. A number of paintings from the 1929 Exhibition were 
added to our collection. 


As you will see by the Financial Report, the finances of the Gallery 
are in healthy condition, and thanks are due to Mr. Frank P. Wood, 
as head of the Finance Committee, for his untiring efforts in this 
connection. 


Thanks are also due to Mr. J. W. Baillie for his splendid work as 
head of the Membership Committee, and for his reorganization of the 
work of that Department. Also to Mr. E. R. Rolph for his work as head 
of the Buildings and Grounds Committee, to Mr. Ivor Lewis of the 
Publicity Committee, and to Mr. D. H. McDougall as our efficient 
Honorary Secretary. 


Indeed it is only by means of the unselfish effort of the Chairmen 
and members of the various Committees that the Gallery is enabled 
to progress and perform its function of contributing to the growth and 
cultural development of the community. Our sincere thanks are therefore 
due to all those who have so splendidly contributed to the results of 
the past year. 


The Honorary Secretary will now read the detailed reports from the 
different committees.

EDUCATIONAL COMMITTEE 


In reviewing the educational work of the past year from January 
Ist to December 3|st, 1929, it is pointed out that in the largest sense, all 
the activities of the Gallery are educational. This brief report is an 
outline of the result of the efforts of the Educational department of 
the Gallery to interest schools, societies, groups, members and the public 
generally, in the exhibitions and lectures given at the Art Gallery. 


The exhibition of Old Masters in January was a popular one with the 
schools and more than 3,000 children visited the Gallery in classes. The 
attendance at lectures and other groups resulted in a total of 4,262. The 
total attendance for this month, one of the best in the history of the 
Gallery, was 19,795; and this proportion indicates fairly clearly the 
attendance due to the work of the Educational Committee.

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The attendance at evening lectures was very good up to the end of 
the year. The most ambitious effort of the Educational department 
was the organizing of the settings and arrangements for the Pageant 
of Christmas Carols, under the direction of Mr. Augustus Bridle. 2,500 
people attended and the staff of the Gallery, with the assistance of 
students and others, carried out the arrangements. The co-operation 
of local choir leaders and church choirs, the orchestra, school children’s 
choir, pageant masters, designers of the standards, etc., and especially 
the splendid services of Mr. Augustus Bridle in making this a success, 
is gratefully acknowledged. 


The services of the following ladies and gentlemen who have addressed 
members, is acknowledged with thanks:—Mr. Wyly Grier, Mr. C. W. 
Jefferys, Mr. Robert Holmes, Mrs. Salinger, Mr. Chas. F. Comfort, 
Mr. F. H. Brigden and Mrs. Armington. 


A series of six lectures on “Picture Study,” especially for teachers 
of the public schools, were given in March and April. There was an 
enrolment of 350 teachers, who attended this series. During November 
and December there was another series of five lectures on ““The Prin- 
ciples of Pictorial Composition.’’ These lectures were given by the 
Educational Supervisor. 


Exhibitions outside the Gallery: 


Special exhibitions of wood-blocks, prints, posters, children’s work, 
lithographs and other reproductions have been loaned to schools and 
societies and addresses have been given in many schools of the city by 
the Educational Supervisor and Miss Norah McCullough. This work 
has been extended considerably and now occupies an important place in 
the activities of the Educational work. 


Daily visits of school children: 


A special deputation waited upon the Toronto Board of Education 
at their meeting on November 20th and presented a scheme for their 
consideration :— 

To request the Board of Education (chairman, Mrs. E. L. Groves) 
to organize the regular and continuous attendance of school 
children of one particular grade, to visit the Art Gallery daily 
from September until May according to schedule. This would 
provide for the regular attendance of children of the fourth book 
at least twice a year. 


The delegation, consisting of Mr. R. Y. Eaton, Mrs. H. D. Warren, 
Mr. Lyle, Mr. Haines and Mr. Lismer, was graciously received. They 
expressed the various points of view in support of the contention that this 
plan would result in a valuable addition to the education of the child 
and have a stimulating effect on the future appreciation of Art in the 
community. Mr. John M. Lyle, the chairman of the Educational Com- 
mittee, who was the head of this deputation, was later in contact with the 
Chief Inspector in making further arrangements. At the close of the year, 
the matter was to go before special committees, inspectors and teachers. 
It may be added to this report that the Board of Education eventually

approved of the proposed plan, which has been in operation since the 
beginning of February, 1930. Appreciative thanks are due to Mr. 
Moshier for this courtesy and the valuable services of Mr. Frank Denton, 
and to others who helped to further this important step in the educa- 
tional work of the Gallery. The children are now going through the 
Gallery, 160 per day, in charge of a special instructor. 


A good deal of preparatory work was done by the Educational depart- 
ment of the Gallery in interesting the schools in the city and vicinity in 
this plan, by visits to teachers’ conferences, public schools, technical 
schools, with addresses to the staffs on the nature of the idea and how 
the children would be instructed. More than 5,000 people, teachers and 
pupils, were addressed in this way at their schools during the year. 
During the year more than 125 schools of the city sent classes to the 
Gallery and many clubs and societies took advantage of the various 
educational opportunities. 


Slides and Loan Exhibitions: 


The Gallery is now in possession of a collection of slides to which 
additions are constantly being made. These are for lending to schools 
and authorized people and are being used continuously. Many ex- 
hibitions of various kinds on especially designed screens are available. 
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Children’s Saturday Morning Class: 


A group of members’ children has attended each Saturday morning, 
forming a class in the study of pictures and general Art appreciation. 


Dr. H. M. Tovell, who was chairman of the Educational Committee 
until the month of March, 1929, resigned this office and Mr. John M. 
Lyle was appointed in his stead. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


A walnut display cabinet for post cards and prints has been built and 
placed in the north corridor. 


An office in the Grange for the Educational Supervisor has been 
completed. ‘The Grange House has been painted and concrete areas 
built round the basement windows; a number of minor repairs around the 
building and grounds have been attended to. 


The Committee wishes to express its thanks to the T. Eaton Company 
for their generosity in loaning a quantity of furniture for the opening 
each month.

During the year the clerical work of the membership has been 
revised. A special auditor was employed to thoroughly go over the work 
and a clerk appointed to carry out the work.
